union. 


Southwestern Division No. 
20, 


Communications W o r k e r s of 
America (CIO), has mailed 
me 


from St. Louis a 
booklet 
orig- 


inating, in their home office, 917 G 
Place, N. W., Washington 1, 
D, 


C.; and, also, their regional state 
ment from St. Louis. 
The 
St 


Louis statement, because 
it 
is 


nearer home, is chosen as 
thef 


authority for the following 
union 


declarations: 


1. Southwestern Bell has con- 


ducted an extensive 
newspaper 


advertising campaign which the 
union doesn't have 
funds 
with 


which to make answer. 


(In behalf of The Star I want to 


say this presentation won't 
cost 


the union a dime — it is the duty 
of every newspaper worth its salt 
to discuss public 
controversies, 


especially those concerning work- 
ers' wages and company profits in 
utility monopolies such 
as 
the 


telephone business.) 


2. The union says the com- 


pany's statement 
that 
it (the 


union) refused 
"to 
state 
the 


amount of wage adjustment they 
desired until Tuesday, January 3, 
1950 , at which time they fixed the 
amount of increase at 15 cents an 
hour" — the union says this state- 
ment is untrue. The union 
de- 


clares the 15-cent figure was dis- 
closed at the 
Governors' Con- 


ference in St. Louis December 29, 
1949, and was so published 'in the

94 per cent since January 1, 1941, 
but the union says testimony be- 
fore the fact-finding committee in 
the steel dispute 
showed 
the 


average percentage increase 
for 


telephone workers is only 60.6 per 
cent. 


4. In its newspaper advertising 


campaign the company has quoted 
payroll rates from the top brackets 
cj.f tha top groups, 
says the 


union . "The company stated that 
the top rate operator (in St. Louis) 
average $51 a week. 
The 
op- 


erator's basic top rate in 
St. 


Louis is $48 per "week. It 
takes 


eight years tp reach,-this top —- 
not" a normal or reasonable four 
or five year period . . . The av- 
erage rate of pay of the 
op- 


erators in St. Louis 
would 
be 


nearer $41 per week rather than 
then $51 quoted by management." 


5. "Hundreds 
of 
traffic 
op- 


erators have lost their jobs 
due 


to dial conversion and toll dialing. 
Most of us remember, of course 
the lay-offs, part-timing, wage cuts 
and frozen progression 
increases 


during the 30's. During this period 
the Bell System continued to pay- 
its regular $9 dividend. In other 
words, the employes 
subsidized 


the stockholders. It's the old story, 
the company expects the employes 
to suffer hardships in 
the 
bad 


years but sees 'no justification' for 
their sharing in the benefits of 
good years." 


Those are the highlights of the 


union statement. 


It is obvious, of course, 
that 


telephone subscribers in an agri 
cultural town like Hope arc in an 
uncomfortable 
position, 
finding 


themselves thus linked to an in- 
dustrial quarrel involving 
majoi 


cities like St. Louis. Our origina

AT & T is a choice stock but one

It is 
true that AT & T has had an un- 
broken dividend rate of $9 a year, 
but the weakness of the union's 
position lies in the fact that if the 
company paid $9 during the 
de- 


pression it at least hasn't 
been 


able to increase that $9 payment in 
these days when the union says 
its wages have jumped 60.6 per 
cent — and $9 today 
is 
worth

Vandenberg (R-Mich), 


he Republican foreign policy lead- 
r, has suggested that the Presi- 
ent let the world know this' coun- 
y is ready to stop work on the 
:-bomb if all such weapons can 
e outlawed 
definitely. 
Vanden- 


erg said the President could act 
trough the United Nations. 
A reporter asked Mr. Truman 
bout that suggestion. 
Mr. Truman said he does not 
iclievc a separate notification 
to 


he U. N. is necessary. 


Also he said, he does not pro- 


jose to use the hydrogen bomb 
jrder as a basis for a new move 
in the international control front. 
The President said this govern- 


ment has repeatedly and continu- 
ously made its position clear to 
the UnitedNations , that it favors 
nternational controls with rigid in- 
spectons. 


He said hardly a week goes by 


jut that such assurance is given. 


Soviet Russia differs 
with 
the 


United State's on the matter of in- 
sepctions safeguards as a prelimi- 
nary to international control. 


No progress has been made in 


the U. N. thus far toward recon- 
ciling the United States and Rus- 
sian viewpoints on controls. 


Congress 
members 
who deal 


with atomic matters already have 
been studying the possible costs 
of producing the H-bomb. 
They 


have estimated its cost at hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars — not 
billilons. 


One suggested that $200,000,000 


might be a likely figure. 


Members 
of

senate-house 


atomic energy committee also pre- 
dicted the gates of secrecy will be 
slammed shut on the H-bomb until 
scientists are ready .to .test 
it.

er" allotment to the county PMA 
Committee by February 28. 


New peanut producers are those 


who did not pick or thresh peanuts 
in 1947, 1948, or 1949. Applications 
for "new grower" allotments for 
peanuts to 
be 
picked 
and 


threshed must be made to 
the 


county PMA committe by Feb- 
ruary 15. 


Acreage allotments for corn pro' 


ducers will be 
established 
in 


Clay, 
Craighead, 
Crittenden, 


Greene and Mississippi 
counties, 


which have been designated 
as 


commcrical 
c o r n -' producing 


counties. Corn allotments will not 
be effective 
in 
other counties o£ 


the state. 


Potato Allotments Established 
Acreage allotments are 
being 


established for all potato produc- 
ers who plant three or more acres 
of potatoes. 


Potato producers who have not 


planted three or more acres 
of 


potatoes in 1947, 1948, or 1949 and 
who wish to have an allotment 


notfed a rise in the care- 


less use of the deadly rat poison

ucts such as gift packages 
little 


more than half full, 
and honey- 


rum-brandy cakes with little honey 
and no rum and brandy. (But the 
agency reported that although 14 
shipments of candy were seized as 
short weight,
